is the Solution

REQUIRE MORE HOUSING DENSITY 


teering out of a housing crisis requires leadership. And Councilors 
Claire Syrett and Jennifer Yeh are spot on: Eugene needs many more 
types of housing for different types of households, for a whole host 
of reasons. The solutions that are being presented through the city’s 
Middle Housing Code Amendments will help us use our residential 
lands in more diverse, sociable, resource-efficient ways. 

It’spast timethat we start designing our regulations to meet the demographics 

of contemporary American life and the inclusive community we strive to become. 

Most people are unaware of the original legal argument used to create single-family 
zoning. In a 1926 decision, the U.S. Supreme Court wrote, “Very often the apartment 
house is a mere parasite constructed in order to take advantage of the open spaces 
and attractive surroundings created by the residential character of the district.” 

A few weeks ago, when another letter to our City Council compared renters to rats, 
it was hard not to see the direct parallel in thinking about who deserves a place in our 
neighborhoods and who should be excluded. At its core, single-unit zoning is exclusionary, 
and it hasn’t changed. It leaves us ill-prepared as acommunity for a future that requires 
equity and inclusion. The housing diversity made possible by Eugene’s customized 
implementation of House Bill 2001 will begin to undo decades of discriminatory local laws. 

Middle housing is also a critical component of our climate-responsive future.

Heating and cooling energy account for 80 percent of the total energy a house uses 
in its lifetime. According to the analysis of a DEQ report on small housing, Sightline 
Institute found that just one unit of middle housing per block could reduce that block’s 
carbon emissions by 20 percent. Incremental change matters — it adds up when we 
are looking at 90 percent of our residential areas. 

An even larger climate factor is transportation, and middle housing and sustainable 
mobility go hand in hand. We need to provide more housing in locations that can offer 
easy access to transit, robust bikeways, parks and safe sidewalks. By nature, single- 
unit zoning creates a development fabric that distributes a few people over avery large 
area. Everyone is far from what they need. This makes walking near-impossible, biking 
unlikely and transit infeasible. 

Middle housing’s influence on this fabric will be slow and incremental — but when 
AO percent of our greenhouse gas emissions come from transportation, we should be 
organizing our community in a way that lets people choose not to drive. 

Syrett and Yeh are thinking about all of these issues, as we need them to be. We 
need our policy work to accomplish more than one thing at a time. 

We certainly need to take every opportunity to provide new diverse housing options 
when all reputable research and our own expansive local process supports it, anda state 
law requires it by summer. The same loud voices blaming developers for unaffordable 
housing are watching their own homes’ grow in value by 15 to 20 percent each year. 
According to the Oregon Office of Economic Analysis, homeowners earn 4.0 times the 
profit builders earn. The problem we have is supply; our soaring housing prices reflect 
a staggering unmet demand. 

As ahousing advocate for 1000 Friends of Oregon who also engages in communities 
across the state, my daily work is to protect our farms and forests while fighting for 
housing policies that serve the whole community. I’ve seen firsthand how Oregon’s 
cities are implementing HB 2001, and the public engagement in Eugene is among the 
most inclusive and thoughtful public processes in the state. 1000 Friends of Oregon is 
excited to see Eugene take bold action to increase housing access and to address critical 
equity and climate issues. The proposed Middle Housing Code Amendments will help.

CO-OP OWNERSHIP IS GOOD 
FOR THE CLIMATE, TOO 

Cole Sinanian writes cogently about 
the benefit of co-op home ownership 
versus apartment rental (EW 2/3). 

Sinanian, however, might have also 
mentioned that co-op ownership tends 
to nurture trees and greenery to en- 
hance individually or mutually owned 
premises, while for both landlords and 
renters yard maintenance is neglected, 
seen more as merely expense or head- 
ache. 

Eugene continues to lose trees, lose 
the urban forest canopy that cleans air 
pollutants, buttresses against fire (yes, 
mature trees contain about 60 percent 
water by weight), and provides cooling 
shade in summer. The Eugene Climate 
Action Plan (CAP 2.0) calls for increased 
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www.sunriseasianfood.com 
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urban forest, but the ordinance lacks 
teeth and is up against the out-of-state 
developers touting construction jobs 
and greasing palms in city elections. 
The developers, some councilors and 
some city staff now pitch a local imple- 
mentation of HB 2001 far beyond the 
requirement of that state law, an im- 
plementation that for much of Eugene 
would destroy small affordable houses 
and bolster $3,000-a-month triplexes, 
quads and sixplexes. More affluent 
neighborhoods with entrenched deed 
restrictions (the CC&Rs) would escape 
the neighborhood megaliths.

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Movin’ on to the Jazz Beat 


ERIC RICHARDSON REFLECTS ON HIS YEARS WITH NAACP, WITH PLENTY OF JAZZ, FEB. 19 AT WOW HALL 


he first thing Eric Richardson wants 
to make clear is that he is doing fine, 
thank you. 

“I’m doing good. I’m very fortunate 
as an African American male,” he says, 
noting his strong family ties in Eugene 
as well as the outpouring of support 

among the countless contacts he’s made over the years 
with nonprofit organizations in Lane County, first as the 
president, then the executive director, of the Eugene 
Springfield NAACP Unit 1119. 

Richardson’s nine-year tenure with the NAACP came 
to an abrupt end on Nov. 29 last year when the local board 
voted to dismiss him. While Board Vice President Adam 
Wendt noted to Eugene Weekly on Nov. 30 that “Eric’s 
fucking amazing,” and that “we hope he stays involved 
with the unit,” the board had decided to seek an execu- 
tive director with a different skill set. 

“It was a difficult time, yes,” Richardson admits, since 
it was close to the holiday season, and the announce- 
ment caught people off guard. Many wrote moving trib- 
utes to him on social media, some laced with anger at 
the dismissal, and Richardson says roughly 80 people 
signed a letter of protest to the NAACP’s regional and 
national offices. 

“T wasn’t the one who spearheaded it,” Richardson 
emphasizes, but he didn’t stand in the way of the protest 
effort, either. Richardson says he let the system play out 
knowing that the national office oversees more than 900 
branches throughout the country, and he didn’t believe 
his dismissal rose to the level of closer scrutiny. 

It didn’t, and now Richardson says, “It’s done. Let’s 
move on. There’s work to be done.” 

As part of that work, the 53-year-old Richardson will 
host a gathering Feb. 19 at WOW Hall. “Reflections on 
Nine Years with the NAACP?” is the title of his remarks, 
and he will talk about Oregon’s path forward in the age of 
demographic change as well as civics in the 21st century. 

But this is Eric Richardson, so there also will be jazz 
music into the early evening. 

Expect Richardson to break out the double bass, which 
seems to be everywhere he is. That will serve as a warmup

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to the Joe Manis Quartet, headlined by Manis, the Lane 
County native who is a saxophonist and a jazz staple in 
the Pacific Northwest. Manis and his group will play from 
John Coltrane’s legendary album, A Supreme Love. Rich- 
ardson notes that he has followed Manis for the past five 
years and admires his work on stage and his teaching. 

Richardson is also hosting “Black Is — A Supreme Love” 
on KEPW, 97.3 FM, every Sunday afternoon in February, 
Black History Month. It’s a tribute to Coltrane’s famous 
1964 album and other great jazz music that shaped Rich- 
ardson’s boyhood in St. Louis. 

“I was raised around this great music,” he says, and 


he will preach about the joy of jazz any chance he can, 
adding that “like the NAACP, it has been underutilized.” 

For his part, Manis is happy to play Feb. 19, especially 
Coltrane’s masterpiece work on what many consider the 
greatest jazz album of all time. 

“For me personally, Coltrane’s period with this quartet 
has been central to my musical development,” Manis says. 
“The power of his sound and the character of his playing 
are some of my deepest influences as a musician. So I’m 
really honored that Eric asked me to participate in this 
event, performing this work.” 

After the event it’s back to work for Richardson, helping 
to form partnerships and relationships in public institu- 
tions as he always has. The work — the drive, especially 
in education — doesn’t end because he’s no longer affili- 
ated with the NAACP. 

“It’s not about me,” he says. “It’s about policies that 
can facilitate change.” 

Central to his work is building relationships with public 
schools to take a stand on morals and civics, especially 
in the backdrop of this society’s ever-changing demo- 
graphics. “This is meaningful work,” he says. “Civics and 
morals are related.” 

Richardson also has been touting college scholarship 
opportunities for Black students with the Oregon Alliance 
of Black School Educators (ORABSE.org). 

What you won’t hear from Richardson is any ill will 
directed at the board who dismissed him. He noted at 
the time of his dismissal that he foresaw this happen- 
ing and that he had to respect a strong board’s right to 
dismiss its leader. 

It was, he says, a good ride in acommunity he loves. 

“I saw this as a way of serving,” he says. “I never saw 
it as ajob.” 

So look for Eric Richardson to continue serving — with 
ajazz beat. =

OREGON STATE UNIVERSITY PROFESSOR JOHN SELKER SAYS HE WANTS TO BRING 
A SCIENTIFIC PERSPECTIVE TO THE HOUSE 


ohn Selker is an accomplished scientist who 
also learned early in life to not take politics 
for granted. 

“My mom was a Holocaust survivor, and 
she emphasized when we were kids that the 
highest achievment that we could strive for 
would be representing our people in Wash- 

ington, D.C.,” he says. 
Selker is a distinguished professor in Oregon State

University’s Department of Biological and Ecological 
Engineering. Over his career, he says he’s worked in 
dozens of countries and has researched water resources 
issues for decades. 

Selker is one of seven candidates who have filed for the 
May 17 primary election, seeking the Democratic nomina- 
tion for Oregon’s 4th Congressional District. He says he’s 
running to better the country’s communication on science. 
Selker says he wants to support policies that address the 


U.S’s greenhouse gas emissions and get off fossil fuels. 
Considering the large number of members of the U.S. 
House of Representatives (435), there’s a small number 
who have advanced science backgrounds. According 
to MRS Bulletin, published by Cambridge Press, the 
116th Congress, elected in 2018, set a record for having 
41 members of Congress with a background in science, 
technology, engineering and mathematics. That number 
decreased after the 2020 election, according to a Janu-

ary 202] report by the Congressional Research Service. 

He filed his candidacy with the Federal Elections 
Commission, on Dec. 20, though he hasn’t yet reported 
any campaign contributions. 

Although Selker’s experience is in science and he 
lacks political or policymaking experience, he says that 
Congress doesn’t have members who are as scientifically 
literate as him — and if he needs a lawyer, he can easily 
find one there. “What is hard to buy is the understanding 
of what’s going on in this world,” he adds. 

The U.S. needs someone who understands science and 
numbers, especially as the country continues to navigate 
a pandemic, he says. “Understanding the world through 
science has been vindicated and validated over and over,” 
he says. “Having someone who understands numbers 
and having someone who understands and can interpret 
science is critical at this time.” He references his expe- 
rience as a book author, serving as an editor of a major 
science journal, and his authorship and co-authorship of 
more than 200 peer-reviewed articles. 

Looking at risk assessment and the COVID vaccine, 
Selker says a lot of data shows that more than one in 500 
Americans have died from COVID, but fewer than one in 
a 100 million have died from the vaccine. “When people 
don’t really breathe quantitative analysis and hear big 
numbers, they go blank,” he says. “I want our decisions in 
this country to be guided by people who can understand 
the difference.” 

Selker received his master’s degree in 1989 and Ph.D. 
in 199] at Cornell University in agricultural engineering. 
In 1991, he joined OSU as an assistant professor. In addi- 
tion to his work at OSU, he runs the environmental moni- 
toring instrumentation company SelkerMetrics with his

brother, Frank Selker. He also co-directs the Trans-African 
Hydro-Meteorological Observatory which has more than 
600 stations in 23 countries, the largest climate observa- 
tion network in Africa. 

Those in the U.S. who have doubts about science don’t 
trust public health officials, according to a June 2020 
national opinion poll, the Johns Hopkins COVID-19 Civic 
Life and Public Health Survey. The survey suggests that 
only 36 percent of science doubters surveyed trusted 
medical experts and 32 percent trusted national health 
agencies for accurate COVID-19 information. And 
COVID-19 misinformation has spread on social media 
outlets, as well as through podcasts like The Joe Rogan 
Experience, which, according to Spotify, has millions of 
regular listeners. 

“Tt’s an extremely sad day that people are able to 
profit by distributing misinformation,” Selker says. “We 
have to use all of our voices against that.” He says he can 
provide facts, and if there’s someone in Washington who 
understands the numbers behind policies, “it’s hard for 


false arguments to stand out.” He won’t be able to change 
everyone’s mind based on science, he adds, but he could 
be a strong proponent of communicating the science 
behind the policy. 

While addressing climate change, Selker says he wants 
to look at the solutions that aren’t “glamorous.” Smoke- 
stacks in the U.S. are dumping massive amounts of carbon 
dioxide into the atmosphere, he says. “There should be 
legislation immediately and support from our society to 
put in capture systems at the smoke stacks from all fossil 
fuel-powered power stations,” he says. “Let’s stop dump- 
ing massive amounts of carbon dioxide from centralized 
locations into the atmosphere.” 

Selker says he’s encouraged by the increased poten- 
tial for solar power throughout the U.S. The cost of solar 
is a tiny fraction of conventional power sources, he says, 
which was not the case 10 years ago. It’s time to use the 
low cost of solar power — and other renewable sources 
like wind — to link the U.S. He references Texas’s February 
2021 crisis when the state, whose power supply is isolated 
from the rest of the country, was unable to provide power 
to its residents. 

“What the government’s job is in this case is to look 
at a big continental level scale,” he says. And the govern- 
ment doesn’t have to incentivize it besides offering to link 
the power supplies to the national grid. 

Electrifying the U.S. with more wind and solar power 
is a policy that could benefit Oregon, he says. “We have 
impeccable conditions for solar in the high desert,” he 
says. “This is going to be an industry very important 
for Oregon — it already is. We are building gigawatts of 
solar panel-driven electric power systems. This has to 
be atop priority.” m

BELOVED SOUTH EUGENE BAGEL SHOP REOPENS, NEW OWNER SAYS HE’S 
OFFERING LIVING WAGES AND PROFIT SHARING 


ver since Maxwell Davis, 29, took over Lox, 
Stocks and Bagels, customers have been 
coming in nonstop. In the few weeks the 
bagel shop has been open, it’s been break- 
ing sales records. 
Lox, Stocks and Bagels re-opened for 
business on Feb. 2 after being shut down 
for nearly two months. Business has been booming as 
customers return to what Davis says is the only boiled 
bagel shop in town, a form of cooking bagels that is more 
popular on the East Coast. 

The shop’s closing was a surprise to the employees, 
Davis says, but he bought the company, rehired most of 
the previous workers and is offering a living wage, as well 
as quarterly profit sharing and including their insight on 
business decisions. 

Lox, Stocks and Bagels’ previous owner’s son died in 
an April 2021 car crash, and the bagel shop closed down 
about six months later. Scott Lilly announced on Face- 
book on Dec. 22 that the store would stay closed through 
the holiday season. On Jan. 17, Lilly said on Facebook that 
Davis would take over the business, and it re-opened Feb. 2. 

While Lilly owned the business, Davis had worked there 
for three and a half years. When the business closed, he 
says he tried other bagels in town to see if the loss of Lox, 
Stocks and Bagels would be noticeable. And it was. He 
brought up the idea of buying the business to a private 
investor. The investor was too busy, but offered Davis a 
private loan. 

Davis bought the business’s assets for an undisclosed 
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amount, and he rehired most of the staff. They worked 
together in reimagining the restaurant space, installing 
new furniture and deep cleaning the store, he says. 

The business didn’t take much time to settle in before 
re-opening. The dining room would be filled with construc- 
tion tools, Davis says, but customers would walk in and 
wait at the counter, trying to order bagels. “It’s been a 
madhouse ever since,” he adds. 

With the high demand for bagels, he’s been hiring new 
employees. Davis says he’s offering his staff a living wage. 
The starting hourly wage is $13.75, he says, but after train- 
ing it often goes up to $14 to $14.50, plus tips. 

“While it’s great to raise their wages, it’s a little fright- 
ening to do payroll,” he laughs. A wage increase, though, 
was likely a part of what helped him convince the staff to 
return and hire new employees, he adds. “But if business 
keeps up like this, there’s no issue,” he says. 

The restaurant also offers employees a 10 percent 
profit share, a number that Davis says keeps workers 
from having to make drastic changes to their income tax 
filings. At the end of the next financial quarter, he says 
10 percent of profit is set aside for workers, which is then 
distributed to employees based on the hours they worked. 

A profit sharing model is what he says he had in mind 
when he wanted to take over the business. Before finding 
his current investor, Davis says he was “laughed out of a 
few investment meetings” for wanting to have a profit- 
sharing model. 

Davis decided to have the employees have a say in the 
operations of the business because he’s new to business 


ownership, and he wanted workers to have ownership in 
the store. 

Davis says the return of boiled bagels has been welcome 
news for the local East Coast transplants. And while 
Davis is speaking with Eugene Weekly, aregular customer 
chimes in to talk about the importance of good bagels. 

Ron Wixman says he grew up ina Jewish neighborhood 
of New York City and that he remembers his mother tell- 
ing him how an old lady would walk with bagels stacked 
ona pole, singing a song in Yiddish that, translated into 
English, was “I’m standing here, buy my bagels. I’m stand- 
ing here, my nose is runny and my eyes are tearing. It’s 
cold, please buy my bagels.” 

Wixman brings that story up to say that he’s glad to see 
Lox, Stocks and Bagels open again because it’s the place 
where “youcan find an honest-to-god real Brooklyn bagel.” 

The surprising nonstop business since reopening 
leaves Davis wondering if it’s time to move up talks 
about opening a second location. That’s an idea he says 
he thought would be explored 18 to 24 months after 
taking over the business. But if business stays booming, 
he says opening a second location could come sooner 
than later, adding that he’d just had a tour at 5th Street 
Public Market. 

“I thought that was miles away, but I’ve gotten so many 
requests, and our investor is super game to keep it going,” 
Davis says. “So there’s a good chance you'll see us pop up.” @

Rewriting the narrative of who rides horses in Lane County

ctive walk. Get your heels down. Sitting 
trot. Quiet your hands. Posting trot. 
Switch the diagonal. Right lead canter. 
Atta-girl. 
These equitation colloquialisms are 
second nature to anyone familiar with 
the sport of horse riding. With a slight shift in weight in 
your seat and areadjustment of the leg at the flank, your 
horse makes a smooth transition from walk, to trot, to 
powerful canter. 

But who normatively gets to sit atop of these majestic 
ungulates? Take a look at the advertisements for most 
mainstream equestrian products, and you will have your 
answer. 

There is a hegemonic narrative of who rides horses, 
a narrative that has been written and rewritten with 
the intention of highlighting some identities while eras- 
ing others. We saw these narratives play out across the 
American West, with historians now estimating up to one 
in four cowboys were Black. This reality flies in the face 
of the noticeable absence of African Americans from 
cowboy narratives compared to their John Wayne-esque 
counterparts. 

The stories that we tell are the stories that persist. The 
very real repercussions of this biased narrative-making 
are the myriad barriers that historically marginalized 
identities confront when attempting to gain entry and 
acceptance into the horse-riding world. 

The high costs of instruction and riding gear, unwel- 
coming barn communities and feelings of isolation all do 
the work of ensuring the mainstream horse-riding commu- 
nity stays predominantly able-bodied, wealthy and white. 

Asarider myself since I was 12, | have had my fair share 
of experiences that highlight the exclusion inherent in 
modern day horse-riding communities, from having to take 
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out school loans to pay for college Intercollegiate Horse 
Show Association team membership to most recently 
having my hopes of auditioning to be a rodeo flag girl at 
the 2022 Eugene Pro Rodeo being dashed because I do 
not have my own horse to ride. 

“Tt’s really just for people who do that,” I was told when 
Iinquired about the rodeo audition process. I guess that 
counts me out. 

Fortunately, a small nonprofit in Lane County has 
begun the work to disrupt this narrative. In its original 
conception, Solid Strides was founded in 2017 by Alison 
Weston, now a board member, as solely a horse welfare 
organization. Avid equestrian Katie Ebbage, looking for 
her opportunity to create access and find her lane in 
the social justice movement, took the reins in 2019 and 
revamped the organization to focus more on creating 
access — including advancing diversity, equity and inclu- 
sion in the horse-riding world. 

Nestled in the forested foothills of central Willamette 
Valley, today Solid Strides is a year-round nonprofit horse 
welfare-based research and educational organization seek- 
ing to reduce barriers to entry for historically excluded 
riders and provide evidence-based instruction to partici- 
pants of all backgrounds, ages and riding skill levels. 

With an organizational mission resting at the intersec- 
tion of horsemanship and social justice, Solid Strides is an 
anomaly for Lane County, a region sporting a non-white 
population of just 14 percent. 

The new and improved Solid Strides hit the ground 
running with the help of a generous individual donor 
this past summer. There were four one-day introduc- 
tory camps for Black, Indigenous and riders of color, 
co-led by Willamette Racism Response Network, allow- 
ing prospective riders to get their toes wet in the world 
of horseback riding. 





Following this series, and with support of a K-12 
Summer Learning Grant from Oregon Community Foun- 
dation, Solid Strides served 45 students with 16 hours 
each of instruction in low-barrier summer camps. The 
camps educated students ona variety of topics, includ- 
ing horse lifestyle and nutrition, anatomy and physiol- 
ogy, breed types, gaits, equine behavior and movement 
as well as equipment, horse and human posture and, 
finally, riding skills. 

With this programming, Solid Strides provides the 
rare opportunity for riders of all identities, including 
riders of color, to connect with one another and foster 
a sense of belonging sometimes absent in less diverse 
barn communities. 

“I grew up in Eugene. When I was 5 years old I knew 
I wanted to be a cowgirl,” says Jodi Youngblood, board 
member for Solid Strides and a longtime rider herself. 
Similar to other riders, the costs of lessons and horse 
upkeep were very expensive and were a barrier to Young- 
blood’s progress and development as a horsewoman. 

But beyond financial barriers, the sociocultural barriers 
of lack of diverse representation further isolates under- 
represented riders and negatively influences feelings of 
belonging in the equestrian community. “In anything you 
do, you want to feel included. You want to feel welcomed,” 
Youngblood explains. “As a Black woman growing up in 
Eugene in the ’80s, I never saw anyone that looked like 
me on a horse.” 

Youngblood got involved with Solid Strides when she 
saw Willamette Racism Response Network advertising 
its one-day BIPOC Introductory Camps. She eagerly 
reached out and inquired about volunteer opportuni- 
ties. As a descendant of Pearlie Mae Washington and 
the daughter of the first Black man born in Eugene, 
Youngblood got renewed hope from her engagement

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with Solid Strides because a younger generation has 
access to opportunities that did not exist when she 
was growing up. 

“l’'m excited about Solid Strides because it provides 
opportunities for historically marginalized youth to be 
involved in the sport. It teaches responsibility — horses 
hold you accountable. If I had programs like this when I 
was a kid, it would have kept me out of a lot of trouble,” 
Youngblood says. 

From the stellar horse-welfare based quality of program- 
ming to offering an inclusive sense of community, Solid 
Strides is making its mark in Eugene by keeping passion- 
ate students engaged and finding ways for them to stay 
involved in the sport. It was this exact mission that drew 
me to Solid Strides in the summer of 2021. 

I have since become the organization’s assistant 
program coordinator, designing culturally responsive 
lesson programs, recruiting new riders of color from the 
Lane County community, and developing public-facing 
materials about our programs and sponsorship oppor- 
tunities. 

In addition to the one-day BIPOC Introductory Camps 
and low-barrier summer camps, Solid Strides also orga- 
nized two events with Kids for the Culture and Willamette 
Racism Response Network, where horse activities were 
combined with Black Cowboy Culture. This holds particu- 
lar significance; the history of cowboy culture in the U.S. 
is steeped in racism and exclusion. 

In the latter half of the 19th century, entrenched 
anti-Blackness, reinforced and institutionalized by 
local and statewide exclusionary policies, restricted 
the growth of Oregon’s Black population. There were 
barely more than a thousand Black people in the state, 
with even smaller numbers in rural areas. Some of these 
isolated rural areas were “sundown towns,” where being 
out after dark while existing as a Black person carried 
deadly consequences. As a result, 19th-century Oregon 
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saw very few African Americans working as cowboys, 
according to the Oregon Historical Society. 

The emergence of the cowboy as a cornerstone of 
American entertainment at the turn of the 20th century 
opened up new opportunities for African Americans to 
participate in cowboy culture. Though still subject to 
racial discrimination, they finally had opportunities to 
showcase their skill on horseback. 

Solid Stride’s Black Cowboy Culture programming high- 
lighted this complex history, amplifying and discussing 
the cultural appropriation and inherent racism in stories 
like the Lone Ranger and his Native American sidekick 
Tonto, as well as George Fletcher, who came to Oregon 
at the turn of the century and would later become one of 
the most famous Black riders of Oregon’s most celebrated 
rodeo, the Pendleton Round-Up. 

Katie Ebbage’s work with Solid Strides is also leaving 
a lasting impact on low-income families of color. “I’m a 
single parent with limited resources,” says Alicia Johnson, 
whose 13-year-old daughter Lizzie got back into riding 
after participating in Solid Stride’s summer program- 
ming. “When Lizzie was doing lessons as akid, I was doing 
barn chores to pay for her lessons. When these workshops 
started, the financial barrier was brought down. Without 
that, Lizzie would not be riding horses.” 

Johnson was fortunate to have ridden horses growing 
up and wanted the same for her daughter, who was in the 
saddle as early as 4-years old. “Horses saved my life when 
I was a teenager, Johnson says. “Everyone should have 
the opportunity to experience that and develop a bond.” 

For the Olalde family, Solid Strides provides a sanctuary 
from the disruptive isolation of the COVID-19 pandemic. 
“My daughter has always loved horse riding and that has 
been one of her major passions,” says Elisa Olalde, mother 
to 10-year-old Sai. “When COVID happened, everything 
stopped. We were thinking about how to keep feeding 
ourselves and our souls.” 
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The two resolved that horse riding would be a good 
fit as it was low risk and could also feed Sai’s passion. It 
quickly turned into something that they both loved. Sai 
began with Solid Strides at the end of last summer and, 
with financial support from Sai’s grandparents, began 
participating in regular lessons once a week. 

“It's been really great for her confidence. I could really 
see a big shift in her skills and how much more she was able 
to do on her own,” Olalde reflects. For Sai, the leadership 
skills she’s been able to develop have been invaluable: “I 
made alot of new friends and I was sort of an experienced 
rider so I got to teach other riders,” she says. 

The organization looks to the future with optimism, 
prioritizing getting youth into regular lesson program- 
ming to ensure students have the opportunity to continue 
to develop their skills as equestrians. Fundraising for 
scholarships and future programs is essential to advanc- 
ing the organization's mission of reducing barriers to 
entry by offering low cost lessons and programming. 
Other priorities include offering adult programming, 
including culturally specific programming, and build- 
ing partnerships with other community organizations. 

“Horses have so much to teach. In addition to riding 
skills, working with horses creates the opportunity to 
learn innumerable life skills that translate to improved 
self-awareness, relationships, communication and valuable 
school and job skills. This is not a resource that should 
be limited to those with the social and economic means 
to participate,” Ebbage says. 

She hopes a strong community of support will keep the 
organization on its feet, allowing it to continue the impor- 
tant work of diversifying the equestrian world through low- 
cost opportunity and community-building. =

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ACCLAIMED INDIE SONGWRITER AND GUITARIST 
HAND HABITS PERFORMS IN EUGENE

hen songwriter and guitarist Meg Duffy, who performs as Hand 
Habits, recorded their latest full-length album, Fun House, Duffy 
wanted to break free from the narratives we all tell ourselves 
about our own lives, and specifically to reject the orthodoxy of 
what they thought they could do as a musician. 
The songwriter and guitarist’s third studio album is out now 
on Saddle Creek Records. Hand Habits returns to Eugene Feb. 
17 at Sessions Music Hall Lounge, where they supported Andy Shauf in the main hall 
in September. 

As a guitarist, Duffy has toured, performed and collaborated with some of today’s 
most intriguing indie musicians, such as Weyes Blood, The War on Drugs, Kevin Morby 
and Perfume Genius. Duffy now finds joy in their own songwriting, which fits nicely 
alongside recent classic heartland rock updates from bands like Big Thief and the 
immaculately understated quality of groups like Fleetwood Mac in its "70s heyday. 

Over the phone from their home in California, Duffy tells Eugene Weekly, “I spent 
so much of my life identifying as a guitar player, not as a songwriter. It’s hard to break 
out of patterns that we’ve made for ourselves.” 

With the gently rhythmic Fun House track “Just to Hear You,” alongside Mike Hadreas 
of Perfume Genius, Duffy repeats in a circling harmony, “I don’t need anything.” It’s a 
statement of purpose, with an edge of thrilling release. 

On Fun House, Duffy adds, “I wanted to get outside of that fear a little bit,” and to 
be more ambitious with tempos, instrumentation and arrangements. “I wanted to be 
pushed creatively.” 

Duffy mentions Fleetwood Mac guitarist and songwriter Lindsey Buckingham as 
an influence; the proficiency Buckingham shows with his instrument, but also his 
willingness to stay subservient to the song: tasteful, intentional, not afraid to take a 
solo but also in the moment. 

Duffy holds themself to those standards, too. 

Raised in New York state, Duffy studied guitar performance in college, but demurs 
when asked if they’re a “gearhead.” 

“I’ve had the same guitar since I started playing,” Duffy explains. “I just like the 
way my body feels and my spirit feels when I play guitar. I’m more of a ‘music-head.” 

“As a guitar player I can shy away from overdoing it,” the musician continues. But 
in that minimalist approach to songwriting and performance, it’s easy to lose sight of 
what can exist in between. 

On Fun House, Duffy says, “I really wanted to take up more space as a songwriter,” 
pointing toward album track “Aquamarine,” which started out as a dark Leonard 
Cohen-style ballad but is now opened up with electronics and breakbeats. It’s a 
“banger,” Duffy says. 

Writing music, they say, “starts with a feeling, or a reaction to a feeling, that I’m 
trying to work out.” 

Some people are secure in their identity, while still others are always searching. 
Music can be that way, too, Duffy says. Determining what a song will be should first 
and foremost be the song itself. 

“Most of the time when I sit down with lyrics — I’m not being mystical and I’m not 
being evasive — but I feel that I’m not in charge,” Duffy says. “I try and just follow it 
and let it come out.”

KARIN CLARKE GALLERY TAKES A TURN FOR THE 
OBJECTIVE WITH A SHOW OF JAMES KRONER

tep into the Karin Clarke Gallery this month, and you might think you had 
walked through the wrong door. Instead of the gallery's typically loose, 
expressive fare — think painters such as the late Rick Bartow or gallery 
regular Adam Grosowsky — you’re surrounded by tightly representational 
paintings of ships, seascapes and cityscapes by artist James Kroner. 
This foray into realism is sparked in part by the fact that gallery owner 
Karin Clarke has herself studied painting with Kroner. But the small exhibit, 
with just 13 paintings, also clearly grows out of the deep, moody and deftly detailed 
quality of Kroner’s work, a perfect fit for rainy, gloomy Oregon winters. 

ASan Francisco native now living with his wife in tiny (pop. 600) Union, Washington, 
Kroner met Clarke in 2017 when she enrolled in a painting workshop he taught in Italy. He 
studied painting at Academy of Art University in San Francisco, an art school founded 
in 1929 to teach advertising art and one that apparently still values tight technique of 
akind rarely taught at other art schools today. 

His approach to painting isn’t photo-realistic; instead it combines careful observation 
with plenty of mood. Take, for example, a large painting in the show, “The Silent Ship”; 
init, athree-masted sailing ship is tied at a pier with San Francisco’s Coit Tower rising 
in the luminous background. The dark 19th-century ship and the modern electrified 
city with which it’s contrasted both stand out from a sky of warmish gray clouds and 
the dull waters of the harbor. 

People, in these paintings, are generally no more than accents to the landscape. A 
small work, “Piazza della Repubblica,” uses warm tones to show a rainy street scene in 
Florence, Italy, in which pedestrians — all facing away from the viewer — carry umbrellas 
as they walk toward an arch in the distance. Though we don’t see any of their faces, 
they seem to be leading us through the arch and into the painting. 

Kroner starts his paintings, Clarke says, by using colors planned for the work to 
mix a solid neutral color that he uses to cover the entire canvas. This practice helps 
unify the canvas, as the painting’s background is created from the same colors that 
are used to fill in the image. 

Competent realist painting is rare in 2022, and its practice sometimes signifies a 
reactionary challenge to the conceptual excesses of the current art scene. Kroner’s 
work doesn’t convey that sense of cultural nostalgia. Instead, it simply invites us to 
enjoy an image and a mood clearly described. 

Besides that, Kroner — who is in his early 40s — is decades younger than many of 
the artists whose work is regularly shown at Clarke’s gallery. That, by itself, is a good 
reason to drop by.

Hell, your chances of meeting a woman your sister dated at The Dinah are 
about as good as meeting a woman your sister dated on a dating app. Acknowledge the awkward- 
ness, don’t be paralyzed by it, and block each other on dating apps. 


I'm a straight 30-year-old guy. | live with my girlfriend of three years, we love and respect 
each other, and have very good sex. Unfortunately, sex is very satisfying for me until | have an 
orgasm. My orgasms start well, but they fade out toward the end, leaving me disappointed, be- 
cause I consistently have better ones during masturbation.
